The su^estion is made that about half of the product is scientific. 

I lf this inference is true, the cost per p^e of translation is approximately 
$8.00 as opposed to the Bureau*s expenditure during the first half of fiscal 
year 1958 of:$2.00 per page.

At 1:45 PM, March 14, 1958, Ralph A. Patterson, secretary to 
Congressman Stuyvesant Wainwright (R-New York), telephoned and talked 
to Wick.

Subsequent to notUlcation that Samuel Lies ei%lble on loyalty, he 
was noted by surTeilUng Agents of FBI in company of CP.member and this fact 
reported to interested agency*. Department of Aiprlculture advised us January 8, 
1953^ that hearing was held on charges preferred against Samuel Liss Airing which 
.acuities of his brother, Joseph, were brought out. By letter dated May 18, 1953, 
the C^vil Service Commission advised that Samuel Llss had resigned or otherwise

Following investigation of Samuel Liss, the New York Office was 
requested,to initiate a security investigation of Joseph Liss in 1951* We had, 
however, prior to that as far back as 194C^ received Information concerning the 
questloia^ character of Jos^k Liss. Joseph Liss was bom in Odessa, Russia, 
on Sq;>teinber 2, 1911; He entered this country at the age of two and received 
American citizenship by naturalization of his father in February, 1920, at U. S. 
District Court, Bronx, New York* He attended City College of New York from 
1929 to 1935 and was married to his wile, Idildred, June 27, 1944* From 1939 to 
1940, he was employed by the Columbia Broadcasting System* From October 1, 1942, 
to June 27, 1944, he was employed by OWI Domestic Radio Bureau, New York City* 
When OWTs functions were transferred to State, he went along and among references 
was listed Archibald MacLeish. He was employed from October, 1941, to September, 
1942, as a script writer for the program '^Report to the Nation** ^th offices in 
Washington, D* C* He terminated his Government services with the State D^>artmont 
on August 14, 1944, but immediately thereafter on September 19, 1944, he was 
reappointed Principal Radio Officer, Office of the Coordinator of Inter-American 
Aff^s, Radio Division, Historical Section, New York Ci^. Shortly thereafter 
he severed his oocsaction with State and became enployed 1^ the Columbia 
Broadcasting ^stem* As d August, 1953, he was a TV script writer and working 
as a free-lancer*

Memorandum to Bflr. Tolson: 

V/hittaker Chambers advised that Joseph Liss was a member of the 
CP as was hi« wife* Other Informants have stated Joseph Liss was a member of 
the CP while employed at OWI in 194S and vp at least through 1947. He registered 
with the American Labor Party in 1960 in New York. During an interview in 1954 
with FBI Agents, Jos^>h t.Iha denied membership in the CP and he claimed that he 
was not now syn5)athetic with communism although he had at one time thought 
it had something to offer. 

OBSERVATION: 

It Is evident that it will not be possible to assist Congressman 
Wainwrlght to the extent of supplying him with public source data on both 

Joseph Liss for the reason we have no such data in Bureau files* 

The majority of information, both in the loyalty case and the Securify Matter - C 
case stems from reliable confidential sources, the identity of which cannot be 
disclosed. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That I personally call iqpon Congressman Walnwright informing 
him for his confidential and personal information that we have investigated 
both Samuel and Joseph Liss both before and after they were employed by the 
Federal Government. The Congressman can be informed it will not be possible 
to discuss and disclose the results of our investigation into their activities. 

He could be told, however, he ought to be most cautious in any deal ing s 
with them; beyond this we cannot go and it might be suggested to him he 
check with both State Department and the Department of Agriculture for anything 
two agencies might have on Joseph Liss and Samuel Liss respectively*

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Memorandum to Mr. Tolson; 


OUR RELATIONSHIP WITH CONGRESSMAN WAINWRIGHT : 

Our relations with Congressman Wainwright have been satisfactory. 
He confidentially advised Inspector DeLoach March 5, 1957, that this is his 
last term in Congress and he plans to resume law practice thereafter. He had 
asked that someone from the Bureau call upon him to discuss in general the_ 


DeLoach set him straight on this. The Congressman then "took off" on CIA 
and its inefficiencies and particularly those of Allen DuUes. Because he 
had furnished the above information to us in confidence, we were in no position 
to protest to CIA. We did, however, tell him the charges were so serious 
we believed we should protest to CIA. The Congressman refused to release 
us from the seal of confidence, however, since he believed to do so would 
jeopardize his position.

During the discussion in the House of Representatives on the 
appropriations bill for the Departments of State and Justice and Judiciary, 
there were several comments made by unidentified Representatives^,^^ardini 
the need to examine the activities of the Central Intelligence Agency^X^A) to 
determine if they are performing their functions properly. This wasiprovoke 
by a discussion on the floor of the House today regarding the difficulty e^gpe- 
rienced by Vice President Nixon on his good-will tour of South America.

Several Congressmen wanted to know why the Vice President^ 
was not forewarned of the presence of Communist agitation in the South Amer-^ 
icon countries prior to his trip. One Congressman defended the activities, of 
the CIA and he stated that undoubtedly the President and the Vice President I 
had detailed information as to the Communist stronghold in the various South \
